DHSS  offer  means 
return  to  closures 

A  farce — a  formula  designed  to  close  community 
pharmacies — withholding  agreed  costs  without 
justification — these  were  just  three  of  the  phrases 
used  by  David  Sharpe  and  Alan  Smith  which 
expressed  their  frustration  and  disgust  at  the 
proposals  made  by  Dr  Gerard  Vaughan  last  week  to 
PSNC  representatives. 


Alan  Smith 


David  Sharpe  and  Alan  Smith  predict 
that  the  pharmacy  closure  rate  will 
accelerate  once  more  as  a  result  of  Dr 
Gerard  Vaughan's  proposals  to  claw 
'back  discounts  at  an  interim  5  per  cent 
rate  and  withhold  indefinitely  over 
£30  million  which  he  agrees  the  DHSS 
will  owe  pharmacists  at  the  end  of 
1981. 

In  a  joint  interview  with  C&D  Mr 
Alan  Smith,  chief  executive  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Negotiating  Committee, 
pointed  out  that  in  1980  the  number 
of  pharmacies  was  stable  for  the  first 
time  in  16  years  with  the  closure  rate 
initially  stemmed  by  the  introduction 
of  discounts.  He  regretted  "the  mess 
caused  by  discounts  and  the  stupid 
wholesale  war  which  resulted. 

"At  this  time  we  want  all 
wholesalers  to  reduce  their  discounts 
to  a  level  they  can  sustain  for  the 
foreseeable  future.  This  will  introduce 
stability  to  the  market  and  prevent 
any  cuts  in  service." 

The  position  of  pharmacists  would 
be  much  worse  than  before  the  Franks 
panel  reported  as  a  result  of  Dr

Vaughan's  decision  to  recover  these 
discounts  and  to  call  into  question  the 
profit  element  in  the  Franks'  formula. 

Mr  David  Sharpe,  chairman  of  the 
PSNC  said:  "It  is  a  farce  to  apply  the 
Franks  formula  for  only  six  months 
till  December  1980  and  then,  in  1981, 
to  reduce  the  payment  to  pharmacists 
by  not  making  good  the  'agreed' 
underpayment." 

Alan  Smith  restricted  himself  to 
calling  Dr  Vaughan  a  "bad  loser"  over 
his  decision  to  refer  the  Franks  pure 
profit  element  to  the  review  panel.  "It 
had  been  evolved  over  four  years  of 
hard  work  and  was  considered  by  the 
panel  to  be  by  no  means  overgenerous 
and  intended  to  be  reasonably  durable." 

The  PSNC  says  that  Dr  Vaughan 
has  got  his  priorities  wrong  in  asking 
the  review  panel  to  discuss  the  Franks 
formula  first  and  after  so  short  a 
period.  They  believe  that  three  matters 
which  have  remained  unresolved  for 
eight  and  ten  years  must  be  looked  at 
first:  the  100  per  cent  allowance  for 
the  first  pharmacist  (oustanding  since 
1971)  and  then  property  and  motoring 


costs  (put  to  DHSS  back  in  1973). 
Afterwards  PSNC  would  not  mind  if 
the  panel  discussed  "profit"  rate  but 
says  the  DHSS  has  not  indicated  why 
it  now  thinks  the  level  too  high. 

The  Government  is  attempting  to 
pre-empt  the  panel's  decision  by 
withholding  the  £30m  PSNC  suggests. 
The  Franks'  profit  formula  is  equitable 
and  established  by  fact — it  reimburses 
interest  costs  incurred  and  includes  a 
"pure  profit"  element  in  respect  of  the 
risks  involved  in  the  contract.  There 
is  no  evidence  that  these  risks  have 
diminished:  "Indeed  with  fewer 
prescriptions  dispensed  as  a  result  of 
the  £1  tax,  and  the  VAT  problem,  they 
have  increased. 

"Franks  is  the  bedrock  on  which 
the  basic  practice  allowance  was 
founded.  How  can  Dr  Vaughan  propose 
to  increase  the  BPA  but  then  remove 
the  money  which  PSNC  use  to  pay  it?" 

Treasury  influence? 

C&D  asked  what  in  their  view  was 
the  reason  for  Dr  Vaughan's  change  of 
attitude  to  pharmacy  problems  since 
his  "opposition"  days?  Alan  Smith 
thought  that  his  approach  was  so  at 
variance  with  his  former  attitude  "I 
can  only  assume  they  are  being  leant 
on  by  the  Treasury."  This  attitude 
contrasts  with  that  shown  in  dealing 
with  the  claims  by  the  Doctor's  and 
Dentist's  Review  Body  which  had  asked 
for  a  24.3  per  cent  increase  in  expenses 
(agreed  and  backdated  by  DHSS)  and  a 
9  per  cent  in  salary  (6  per  cent  agreed). 
"In  other  words  their  costs  are  being 
met  in  full." 

Dispensing  doctors  have  applied  for 
a  14.3  per  cent  increase  which  has  yet 
to  be  agreed.  "If  the  Minister  is  truly 
concerned  with  the  provision  of  an 
adequate  and  well-distributed 
pharmaceutical  service  and  upholding 
the  principles  of  the  Clothier  standstill 
then  it  is  essential  that  the  differential 
in  fees  between  dispensing  doctors  and 
pharmacists  is  not  further  increased," 
says  Alan  Smith. 

Both  Mr  Sharpe  and  Mr  Smith 
believe  that  the  DHSS  will  attempt  to 
clawback  the  5  per  cent  interim 
discount  from  July  1 ,  a  week  after  the 
meeting  of  PSNC  representatives  with 
the  Secretary  of  State.  But  they  do  not 
exclude  the  possibility  df  a 
retrospective  discount  being  applied 
"illegally"  from  June  1.  Leading  counse 
have  been  consulted  and  consider  the 
contract  cannot  be  altered  unilaterally, 
only  after  consultation  and  the  changes 
must  be  persuant  and  prospective. 

PSNC  calculates  that  in  real. terms 
Concluded  opposit 
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the  5  per  cent  claw-back  is  equivalent 
to  an  assumed  discount  of  9.54  per 
cent  for  some  pharmacists  and  contrast 
this  with  the  9.0  per  cent  on-cost  paid 
to  large  contractors  dispensing  over 
5,000  prescriptions. 

Unlike  the  DHSS  forecast  that 
pharmacists  will  dispense  327  million 
prescriptions  in  1981 — the  same 
number  as  in  1980 — PSNC  predicts  a 
3-4  per  cent  decrease.  This  last 
reduction  is  the  third  that  pharmacists 
will  suffer  in  their  income  as  a  result 
of  DHSS  actions.  "It  must  be  seen 
against  a  background  of  escalating 
costs,  general  inflation  (drug  costs  still 
increase  at  one  or  two  per  cent  a'bove 
the  norm)  and  an  adverse  cash  flow 
because  of  the  VAT  strike." 

David  Sharpe  expected  to  hear 
renewed  cries  for  a  salaried  service  as 
a  results  of  the  DHSS  constraints  but 
warned:   "Do  contractors  really  think 
they  will  be  able  to  get  a  'better  deal 
as  employees  when  they  cannot 
'subsidise'  their  income  by  OTC  sales? 
They  will  be  totally  in  the  hands  of  the 
politicians." 

The  PSNC  expects  to  formulate  a 
response  at  its  next  full  committee 
meeting  on  July  8  to  the  DHSS  actions 
taken  after  the  meeting  of  their 
representatives  with  the  Secretary  of 
State  on  June  24.  However  these 
representatives  do  have  executive 
powers  and  can  act  in  an  emergency.  ■ 

VAT  advances  go 
up  to  120pc 

Agreement  has  been  reached  between 
the  Pharmaceutical  Services 
Negotiating  Committee  and  the 
Department  of  Health  that  the  special 
advance  payment  to  contractors 
suffering  financial  loss  due  to  industrial 
action  at  the  VAT  computer  centre 
will  be  increased  to  120  per  cent 
payable  to  those  requesting  it  from 
July  1. 

PSNC  draws  contractors'  attention 
to  a  Parliamentary  answer  in  which 
the  Chief  Secretary  to  the  Treasury, 


Mr  Leon  Britain,  said:  "Collectors 
of  taxes  appreciate  the  cash-flow 
difficulties  which  face  businesses  as  a 
result  of  the  interruption  of  VAT 
repayments.  They  are  taking  this  into 
account  in  considering  how  far  to 
press  for  payment  of  both  PA  YE  and 
other  tax  liabilities  which  are  overdue. 
In  addition  the  Board  of  Customs  and 
Excise  will  on  request  confirm  to  a 
bank  that  a  business  is  normally  in 
receipt  of  repayments  of  VAT". 

Contractors  should  also  note  that 
following  further  discussions  between 
PSNC  and  the  DHSS  they  are  advised 
in  the  light  of  the  above  reply  that 
they  should  obtain  the  agreement  of 
their  local  Inspector  of  Taxes  to  the 
non-payment  of  income  and 
corporation  tax  without  any  interest 
penalty.  ■ 

Pharmacist  cleared 
by  Appeal  Court 

A  pharmacist  given  a  30-month  jail 
sentence  for  his  alleged  involvement 
with  two  doctors  in  a  prescription 
fraud  was  cleared  by  the  Court  of 
Appeal  on  Monday. 

The  doctors,  also  given  jail  terms 
after  pleading  guilty  to  a  plot  to 
defraud  Brent  and  Harrow  Area  Health 
Authority,  had  their  sentences  reduced 
and  suspended,  with  the  addition  of 
fines. 

The  pharmacist,  Mr  Sydney  Solly 
Frankel,  40,  of  St  Johns  Wood  Park, 
St  Johns  Wood,  London,  had  his 
conspiracy  conviction  quashed  and  his 
sentence  set  aside.  He  was  allowed  the 
costs  of  the  appeal  hearing  out  of 
public  funds.  But  his  application  for 
his  costs  incurred  at  the  Old  Bailey 
trial  on  April  24,  1980,  when  he  was 
jailed,  was  rejected. 

Dr  Barry  Michaels,  46,  of  Brim 
Hill,  East  Finchley,  and  Dr  Max 
Skoblo,  57,  of  Orchard  Avenue, 
Finchley,  each  jailed  for  18  months, 
had  their  sentences  cut  to  four  months 
and  suspended  for  a  year  and  were  each 
fined  £1,000.  All  three  had  been  bailed, 


pending  appeal,  shortly  after  the 
sentences  were  imposed. 

Appeal  judge  Lord  Justice  Eveleigh, 
sitting  this  week  with  Mr  Justice 
Kilner-Brown  and  Mr  Justice  Balcombe, 
said  the  Crown  case  was  that  the  three 
had  plotted  to  share  the  proceeds  of 
bogus  applications  for  payments  by  the 
health  authority  for  drugs  prescribed 
'by  the  doctors  at  their  Willesden 
practice  and  dispensed  at  Mr  Frankel's 
pharmacy.  Mr  Frankel  totally  denied 
any  fraudulent  additions  to  the 
prescription  forms,  said  the  appeal 
judge,  and  the  doctors'  guilty  pleas — on 
counsel's  advice — were  on  the  basis 
that  no  personal  financial  gain  was 
involved. 

The  Appeal  Court  had  had  to 
intervene  in  Mr  Frankel's  case,  said 
Lord  Justice  Eveleigh,  because  Judge 
Gwyn  Morris  had  been  guilty  of  several 
irregularities  in  his  conduct  of  the 
earlier  trial.  The  most  serious  was  his 
decision  to  inform  the  jury  of  the 
doctors'  guilty  pleas.  It  could  only  have 
been  a  short  step  for  the  jury  to  infer 
that  Mr  Frankel  must  have  been 
involved,  the  appeal  judge  said. 

There  was  clear  legal  authority 
deploring  this  practice,  and  the  trial 
judge  had  been  wrong  to  act  as  he  did. 
On  that  ground  alone,  Mr  Frankel's 
conviction  would  have  to  be  quashed. 
Judge  Morris  had  gone  on  to  reject 
the  doctors'  contention  that  they  hati 
not  acted  for  gain,  said  Lord  Justice 
Eveleigh.  But  he  did  so  because  of 
what  he  had  heard  during  the  course 
of  the  case  against  the  pharmacist. 

The  doctors  pleaded  guilty  on  the 
basis  that  they  wanted  to  increase  their 
stock  of  drugs  for  use  in  emergencies. 
This  would  be  to  the  benefit  of  their 
NHS  patients,  but  the  health  authority 
would  inevitably  have  to  be  deceived. 
Lord  Justice  Eveleigh  added  that  the 
Appeal  Court  wished  to  stress  that  the 
drugs  involved  were  routine  and  not 
dangerous  "Class  A"  drugs. 

The  doctors'  counsel,  Mr  Felix 
Whaley,  QC,  said  the  pair  had 
retained  their  practice  but  there  was 
always  the  danger  that  it  could  be 
terminated  by  the  General  Medical 
Council  on  considering  the  case  later.  ■ 


Out-of-hours  pay 

Representatives  of  the  Guild  of 
Hospital  Pharmacists  and  ASTMS 
last  week  met  the  Health  Minister,  Dr 
Gerard  Vaughan,  to  press  for  more 
money  for  an  out-of-hours  service. 

According  to  an  ASTMS 
spokesman,  Dr  Vaughan  was  "very 
sympathetic"  and  thought  pharmacists 
had  a  strong  case  because  "an  out-of"- 
hours  arrangement  would  certainly 
be  an  improvement  in  patient  care  as 
envisaged  in  'Patients  first'."  He  agreed 
to  discuss  the  matter  with  his  Treasury 
colleagues  and  report  on  the  outcome 
"in  due  course."  ■ 
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Medicines  review  procedure 
is  to  be  'rationalised' 


The  procedure  for  the  current  review 
of  medicines  is  to  be  "rationalised"  to 
give  "better  assurance  of  completing 
it,  with  the  resources  available,  by  the 
European  Community  deadline  of 
1990",  the  Minister  for  Health,  Dr 
Gerard  Vaughan,  announced  last  week. 

A  statement  issued  by  the 
Department  of  Health  points  out  that 
the  review  is  a  Community  obligation. 
"Its  purpose  is  to  give  doctors  and  the 
public  assurance  that  drugs  on  the 
market  before  present  controls  began 
are  as  satisfactory  as  new  drugs  that 
have  been  cleared  to  enter  the  market 
since  then.  This  would  involve 
examination  of  some  19,000  old  drugs 
and  a  heavy  commitment  of  resources 
for  the  DHSS  and  for  the  drug 
industry." 

Experience  of  the  first  five  years  of 
the  review  has  been  analysed  by  the 
Department,  in  consultation  with  the 
Committee  on  the  Review  of  Medicines 
(CRM).  The  main  conclusions  were:  — 

□  The  basic  question  is  whether  to 
withdraw  a  drug  from  the  market. 
This  must  always  be  decided  on  the 
best  scientific  judgment  of  the  balance 
of  benefit  and  risk.  Long  usage  by 
doctors  is  suggestive  that  this  balance 
is  favourable  and  accordingly,  the 
question  of  withdrawing  a  drug  should 
be  considered  only  upon  strong  reason 
to  suppose  hazard. 

Essential  changes  only 

□  A  secondary  question  is  that  of  the 
information  available  to  doctors  in  the 
data  sheet  of  a  Prescription  Only 
medicine.  The  review  has  hitherto  made 
detailed  recommendations  for  data 
sheet  changes.  However,  there  are 
other  sources  of  information  which  are 
independent  of  drug  companies  such  as 
the  new  British  National  Formulary 
and  Drug  and  Therapeutics  Bulletin. 
Moreover,  it  is  for  doctors  themselves 
in  the  exercise  of  their  clinical 
responsibility  to  make  an  informed 
judgment  as  to  the  benefit  and  risk  of 
treatment  for  any  particular  patient. 
Accordingly,  data  sheet  changes  will 

be  confined  to  those  which  are  essential 
for  patient  safety. 

□  There  is  some  reduplication  of  work 
for  the  Committee  in  reviewing 
products  on  general  sale  to  the  public. 
The  ingredients  which  are  accepted  as 
safe  for  this  purpose  are  already 
specified  in  the  Medicines  (General 
Sales  List)  Order,  as  amended.  The 
claims  that  can  be  made  for  general 
sale  products  are  controlled  by  the 
Medicines  (Advertising  and  Labelling 
to  the  Public)  Regulations  1978. 

□  The  general  sale  products  will  be 
reviewed  in  two  phases.  In  1983-86, 


basic  data  will  be  supplied  to  enable  the 
Department  better  to  "police"  the 
drugs  as  they  are;  in  1987-1990,  full 
data  will  be  supplied  to  enable  the 
drugs  to  be  reviewed  in  accordance 
with  European  obligations. 

□  Medicinal  products  which  are  not 
subject  to  European  Directives — 'which 
contain  a  narrower  definition  that  UK 
legislation — will  not  be  subject  to 
review  unless  there  is  compelling 
reason.  These  excluded  categories  are 
homoeopathic  medicines,  vaccines, 
sera,  antitoxins  and 
radiopharmaceuticals,  blood  and  blood 
products. 

□  Prescription  and  pharmacy  drugs 
will  be  reviewed  in  smaller,  more 
manageable  groups  than  hitherto.

PAGB  welcome 


The  Proprietary  Association  of  Great 
Britain  has  issued  the  following 
comment  on  the  proposals:  "It  has 
been  clear  for  some  time  that  the 
review  processes  were  cumbersome. 
This  streamlining  is  both  welcome  and 
overdue.  The  new  arrangements  seem 
a  sensible  improvement,  but  some 
aspects  of  the  proposals  may  need  more 
thought.  The  review  of  licences  at 
their  normal  renewal  date  is  helpful 
as  it  establishes  a  timetable  for  review. 
It  will,  though,  place  a  light  on 
companies  with  a  large  products  list 
and  some  special  arrangements  in  these 
cases  are  necessary. 

"The  greater  reliance  on  the 
Medicines  (Advertising  and  Labelling 
to  the  Public)  Regulations  should  not 
be  too  much  trouble  to  PAGB  members 
as  the  regulations  are  largely  based  on 
our  own  code.  The  recognition  of  the 
work  already  done  by  the  Medicines 
Commission  in  designating  ingredients 
suitable  for  the  General  Sale  List  is 
obviously  helpful;  it  saves  having  to  do 
the  same  job  twice."  '■ 


April  sales  up  15pc 

Retail  sales  of  all  chemists  rose  by 
15  per  cent  in  April  to  an  index  of 
147  (1976=100)  according  to  the 
Department  of  Industry. 

Ther  was  a  9  per  cent  increase  in 
the  sales  of  all  businesses  (index  164) 
with  a  slight  2  per  cent  rise  (index  125) 
for  all  small  businesses.  Large 
businesses  showed  a  12  per  cent 
increase  in  sales  (index  189)  of  which 


co-operative  societies  also  improved 
by  12  per  cent  (index  158). 
Combined  sales  by  chemists  and 
photographic  dealers  increased  by 
14  per  cent  (index  154).  NHS  receipts 
are  excluded. 

Tenterden:  Court 
order  sought 

The  owners  of  a  Tenterden  pharmacy 
complained  in  the  High  Court  on 
Tuesday  that  local  doctors  were  taking 
away  their  business  by  dispensing 
directly  to  NHS  patients  in 
contravention  of  Regulations. 

Mr  Roger  Henderson,  QC,  for 
Paydens  Ltd  of  Tenterden  High  Street, 
said  the  company  had  experienced  a 
"marked  decrease"  in  its 
pharmaceutical  business  for  this 
reason  since  1979.  In  a  bid  to  halt  this 
trend,  Paydens  asked  Mr  lustice  Ralph 
Gibson  for  orders  and  injunctions 
against  a  local  doctors'  group  practice. 
These  included  an  order  quashing  the 
decision  of  Kent  Family  Practitioner 
Committee's  dispensing  subcommittee 
to  transfer  patients  of  the  practice 
based  at  Ivy  Court,  Tenterden,  from 
the  prescription  list  to  the  doctors' 
dispensing  list. 

Paydens  also  sought  to  stop 
payments  by  the  Department  of  Health 
to  the  doctors  for  drugs  and  appliances 
dispensed  to  patients  who  were  not 
lawfully  on  the  list. 

Mr  Henderson  said  that  the  NHS 
(General,  Medical  and  Pharmaceutical 
Services)  Regulations  had  never  been 
the  subject  of  court  action  before  and 
that  they  were  of  great  importance  to 
the  administration  of  the  NHS.  The 
case  continued  as  C&D  went  to  press.  ■

Script  charges  in 
cost  recovery 

Dr  M.  S.  Miller  asked  the  Secretary 
for  Social  Services,  what  percentage  of 
the  cost  of  the  pharmaceutical  services 
had  been  recouped  by  higher 
prescription  charges  since  July  1979. 

Dr  Gerard  Vaughan,  Minister  for 
Health,  said  that  in  the  year  ended 
March  31,  1980,  4.9  per  cent  of  the 
cost  of  pharmaceutical  services  in 
England  was  recovered  by  way  of 
charges;  it  was  estimated  that  in  the 
year  ended  March  31,  1981,  this  would 
increase  to  about  7  per  cent.  ■

over  the  years.  A  similar 
situation  prevails  with 
Brolene  and  Brulidine 
(dibromopropamidine),  the 
chemotherapeutic  being  an 
analog  of  May  &  Baker 
sulphonamides  developed 
during  the  second  world  war 
(Brulidine  remains  an  armed 
forces  issue  and  is  used  in 
intensive  care  for  a  wide  range 
of  infections).  All  three 
brands  are  counter 
prescription  lines,  and,  with 
your  continued  support, 
May  &  Baker  intend  that  they 
should  remain  so.

I  like  the  correspondence  columns  in 
our  pharmaceutical  Press,  and 
particularly  that  in  the  C&D  (loyalty 
this  is)  because  it  gives  us  all  a  spot  to 
let  off  steam,  sure  that  we  will  reach  a 
fairly  wide  audience. 

Certainly  it  is  a  good  way  of  getting 
your  name  recognised,  though  what  it 
may  be  recognised  as,  may  not  always 
be  to  the  author's  pleasure,  since 
letters,  being  a  distillation  of  the  man 
and  his  mind,  are  a  dead  give-away  as 
to  the  quality  of  both.

"Added  to  the  fact  that  a  vast  majority 
of  contractors  don't  read  and  properly 
digest  Action  the  NHS  newsletter  .  .  . 
or  the  multifarious  Press  releases  on 
behalf  of  the  PSNC  .   . "  I  don't  want  to 
take  that  comment  out  of  context,  nor 
to  make  capital  from  a  letter  written  in 
a  wholly  justified  anger,  but  T  think  he 
made  a  point  which  could  usefully  be 
followed  up. 

It  is  my  opinion  that  Action  is 
presented  far  too  much  like  the  glossy 
handout  sheets  from  the  big 
manufacturers,  many  Of  whom  turn 
them  out  for  casual  reading.

State  of  play:  with  a  series  of  tightly 
written  numbered  paragraphs, 
typewritten,  with  the  latest  news — 
the  first  edition  to  come  complete  with 
a  stout  cardboard  folder  with  the  usual 
two  studs  into  which  subsequent 
editions  could  be  filed. 

Not  too  big  either,  something  that 
will  fit  on  my  bookshelves  alongside  the 
NF  and  Martindale.  I  don't  want 
pictures  or  any  other  kind  of  tarting  up, 
just  the  bones  of  the  information  in  a 
form  I  would  find  straightforward  to 
read  and  keep  for  reference.

It  doesn't  seem  possible  to  accept  as 
fact  that  in  spite  of  all  the  pre-election

Easy  administration 
tuberculin  test 

Servier  Laboratories  are  introducing  a 
new  tuberculin  sensitivity  test. 
Imotest-tuberculin  is  a  ring-type  device 
that  can  be  used  to  produce  an 
intradermal  injection  of  tuberculin  to 
give  a  positive  or  negative  skin  reaction 
within  48  'to  72  hours.  Servier  say  it  is 
simple  to  administer,  easy  to  read,  and 
gives  results  as  accurate  as  the 
Mantoux  test. 

The  Imotest  (£10,  £4.90  trade) 
consists  of  a  sterile  disposable  multiple 
puncture  plastic  scarifier  with  liquid 
PPD  tuberculin  on  the  points.  There 
are  nine  points  of  approximately  2mm 
length  each,  protruding  from  a  square 
platform.  The  points  are  arranged  in 
three  rows  of  three  each  and  spaced 
about  0.75mm  from  each  other. 
A  plastic  tube  provides  an  airtight 
seal  around  the  circular  platform  of  the 
unit  assuring  the  sterility  of  the  points 
and  the  tuberculin  solution  until  the 
tube  is  removed. 

Once  the  tube  is  removed  by  a 
slight  twisting  action,  the  tuberculin 
is  squeezed  from  the  tube  onto  the 
points.  The  loaded  points  then  are 
pressed  gently  but  firmly  onto  the 
forearm  for  two  seconds  leaving 
nine  visible  impressions  and  an  imprint 
of  the  square  base.  The  test  should  be 
read  between  48  to  72  hours  after 
administration.  The  sole  criterion  for 
a  positive  reaction  is  a  palpable 
induration  at  least  3mm  diameter.  The 
reactivity  is  comparable  to  the 
intermediate  strength  Mantoux 
(5TU  PPD).

The  TABs  (Television  Advertising 
Bureau)  Top  Ten  list  of  advertisements

Scores  as  high  as  80  and  as  low 
as  25  have  been  recorded  with  ithe 
average  usually  falling  around  the 
50  mark.  TABs  scores  are  compiled 
based  on  reactions  of  a  panel  of 
3,500  adult  viewers  in  the  London 
region  during  the  course  Of  a  normal 
evening's  viewing. 

The  four  week  period  in  April 
appears  to  have  been  one  of  very 
intensive  advertising  including  the 
start  of  many  major  campaigns. 

A  general  feature  that  has  emerged 
in  the  past  few  TABs  reports  is  the 
high  number  of  commercials  that 
feature  babies  or  products  for  them. 
The  report  suggests  however  that  the 
viewer  is  left  in  some  confusion  as  to 
the  product's  actual  name  and  it  goes 
on  to  query  how  much  benefit 
Snugglers  are  receiving  from  the 
advertising  of  Cosifits  and  Peaudouce. 
Some  of  the  comments  by  the  panel 
on  the  advertisements  are  as 
follows:  — 

Baby  Wet  Ones:  "Really  lovely  with 
the  babies  in  it.  It's  really  good 
although  it's  not  only  children  who  use 
them,  as  grown  ups  find  lots  of  uses 
for  them,  like  in  the  car". 
Olympus  cameras:  "David  Bailey  must 
be  one  of  the  most  famous  faces  on 
television  and  everyone  says  'who's  he'! 
Very  well  made  and  amusing." 
Andrex:  "Beautifully  soft,  the  colours 
are  very  good.  Best  of  all". 
Johnson's  powder:  Damning  with  faint 
praise!  "It's  one  of  the  least  annoying 
adverts". 

Dettol:  "Has  always  been  a  good  buy 
and  lives  up  to  its  reputation — nicely 
advertised". 

Panel  members  also  seem  to  find 
certain  commercials  irritating  or  they 
didn't  work  for  them.  The  following 
are  a  few  examples  of  these  types  of 
comment. 


Mudd:  "This  advert  is  hilarious.  It's 
the  funniest  advert  for  a  while,  though 
I  don't  think  it  was  supposed  to  be". 
Rave  hairspray:  "The  model  leers  as 
if  >it's  going  to  end  in  an  orgy!

Anais  Anais:  "It  does  not  make  sense 
to  see  the  lady  just  waving  her  arms 
about." 

Anadin:  "One  that  makes  my  skin

A  caricature  of  a  middle  class 
housewife". 

Murine  (eye  drops):  "Insincere 
sounding  voice;  unconvincing  acting. 
(Poor  casting)".

Dixal  (sic)  toilet  tissue:  "It  is  different 
from  usual  adverts  of  this  kind — the 
use  of  an  animal  in  any  advert  always 
holds  the  attention  more".

"mistaken  identity"  and,  while  the 
latest  figures  show  that  the  cost  of 
reaching  the  same  sized'  audience  with 
a  thirty  second  commercial  in  1980 
was  five  and  a  half  times  greater, 
advertisers  cannot  afford  such 
confusion.  This  with  the  very 
competitive  BBC1  and  2  programming 


which  is  drawing  a  majority  of  the 
audience  away  from  ITV  leads  the 
report  to  suggest  that  although 
"an  interesting  commercial  is  an 
important  element  in  a  successful 
campaign  it  is  not  enough  on  its  own 
to  guarantee  success.  If  it  isn't  strongly 
and  clearly  branded  it  is  probably 
helping  to  sell  competitors'  products 
too!  " 

One  product  field  that  has  seen 
intensive,  competitive  television 
advertising  is  the  toothpaste  market. 
Here  the  three  leading  brands  were 
being  relaunched  and  advertised  very 


heavily.  P&G  seem  to  have  softened 
their  approach  relying  less  on  American 
directives.  One  viewer  felt  this  was  to 
their  advantage.  "Crest  has  now  come 
up  with  a  new  angle  which  gives  this 
brand  the  edge  over  the  others.  It  gets 
the  point  over  simply  and  effectively". 

In  contrast  the  Macleans 
advertisement  came  in  for  criticism. 
"I  don't  understand  this  at  all.  Can  it 
be  a  trailer  for  a  commercial?"  "It's  so 
very  monotonous,  it  keeps  telling  us 
— on  and  on  about  'plack'  (I  thought 
it  was  plaque) — it's  repeated  so  many 
times  it  grates  on  my  nerves". 

Colgate  was  found  to  be  an 
acceptable  advert  "till  that  ghastly 
child  opens  her  mouth.  A  horrible 
accent  which  is  an  assault  on  the  ear". 
One  viewer  also  found  that  "My  eyes 
tend  to  fix  on  that  Weetabix  box  on 
the  shelf  in  the  shop  and  for  a  second 
you  tend  to  think  you're  watching  an 
advert  for  them."  Further  information

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Pharmacy  in  New  Zealand 
-the  pros  and  cons.  Part  2 

Superficially  it  would  be  easy  to  assume  that  the  New 
Zealand  pharmacists  have  a  far  better  deal  from  their 
Health  Department  than  their  British  counterparts  do 
from  our  NHS.  But  to  be  fair  to  the  PSNC,  New 
Zealand  pharmacists  work  harder  and  longer  and 
have  to  provide  a  wider  service  to  fewer  customers. 
In  his  second  article,  Andrew  Bond,  a  Somerset 
pharmacist  who  recently  spent  five  months  in  NZ, 
looks  at  remuneration. 


The  New  Zealand  pharmacist  is  obliged 
to  be  available  on  his  premises  all  the 
time  that  they  are  open.  To  this  end, 
a  cooker  is  regarded  as  part  of  the 
standard  equipment  required  in  the 
pharmacy — not  just  to  heat  the  water 
bath,  ointment  slab  or  autoclave — but 
also  to  satisfy  the  needs  of  the  inner 
pharmacist,  not  least  on  his  12i  hour 
late  opening  day.  The  equipment, 
including  the  fridge,  Controlled  Drug 
safe,  measures,  spatulae,  evaporating 
dishes,  beakers,  scales,  suppository 
moulds  and  typewriter,  has  to  he 
available  for  inspection  at  any  time. 

Each  prescription  starts  'its  life  on 
the  doctor's  own  (non-standardised) 
stationery,  essentially  as  a  private

prescription.  Scripts  for  Controlled 
Drugs,  which  include  barbiturates, 
must  be  written  on  a  four-part 
Government  form — one  copy  of  which 
is  retained  by  the  prescriber,  one  is  sent 
by  the  pharmacy  to  the  Home  Office 
drug  regulatory  body,  one  is  retained 
in  the  pharmacy  and,  if  appropriate, 
one  is  sent  for  pricing.  The  Controlled 


Drug  record  book  has  a  "balance 
carried"  entry  which  has  to  be  kept  up 
to  date  with  purchases  and  supplies, 
and  must  tally  with  the  stock  held. 

On  presentation  at  the  pharmacy 
every  form  is  stamped  With  the 
pharmacy/date  stamp.  Every  item  is 
stamped  With  a  serial  number  which, 
together  with  the  date,  quantity, 
nomen  proprium  and  full  directions, 
has  to  be  typed  on  the  patient's  label. 
The  prescription  may  only  be  dispensed 
for  five  days  supply  unless  endorsed  by 
the  prescriber  as  an  "extended  supply" 
(ES),  'in  which  case  up  to  a  maximum 
of  30  days'  supply  may  be  given  at  one 
time,  With  up  to  two  repeats — a  total 
of  90  days  in  three  30  day  dispensings. 
For  oral  contraceptives,  some  of  which 
are  supplied  without  charge  to  the 
patient  when  endorsed  "approved 
condition",  three  months  supply  may 
be  given  and  repeated  once,  that  is,  a 
total  of  six  months. 

Each  pharmacy  is  obliged  to  keep 
a  record  of  every  item  dispensed;  this 
is  usually  done  photographically  on 
high  contrast  35mm  film,  and  in  serial 
order,  for  each  day's  original  scripts. 
Any  repeat  prescriptions  are  filed 
under  the  patient's  name  for 
subsequent  dispensing  and  a  separate 
written  record  of  the  serial  numbers  is 
maintained  as  these  are  dispensed. 

These  procedures  are  ideal  for 
conversion  to  computer  records  and 
several  bigger  pharmacies  have  invested 
in  dispensary  computers  which  will 
perform  these  tasks  in  conjunction 
With  printing  the  product  label.  It  had 
been  hoped  to  recover  the  cost  of  the 
computer  by  submitting  to  the  pricing 
bureau  a  priced  and  itemised  invoice 
of  each  month's  dispensing.  As  at 
present  pharmacies  are  paid  only  after 
all  the  repeats  have  been  dispensed  (or 
after  the  prescription's  expiry  date) 
there  is  a  significant  capital  charge  of 
"work  in  hand"  of  earlier  dispensings, 
aggravated  by  the  fact  that  many  of 
the  medicines  requiring  to  be  repeated 
are  the  more  expensive  ones! 

The  majority  of  the  prescriptions 
are  covered  by  the  Social  Security 
scheme  and  are  free  df  charge  to  the 
patient.  However,  within  the  robust 
pioneer-farmer  philosophy  which 
guides  government  thinking,  where 
there  is  a  cheaper  generic  or 
therapeutic  equivalent,  the  patient  may 
have  to  pay  a  "part  charge".  This  is 
the  difference  between  the  cheaper 
version,  which  is  all  the  chemist  will  'be 
paid  for,  and  the  item  prescribed. 
Some  drugs  or  presentations  may  be 
included  in  the  monthly  Drug  Tariff 
part-charge  list,  if  the  manufacturer 
cannot  justify  his  New  Zealand  price 
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and/or  the  therapeutic  value  of  the 
product.  It  is  not  unusual  to  see  items 
withdrawn  from  the  market  When  faced 
with  this  ac'id  test. 

Some  of  the  very  expensive  drugs, 
highly  specialised  treatments,  new 
drugs  (until  they  have  established  their 
value  in  New  Zealand  trials)  and 
"social"  drugs  such  as  anorectics  and 
oral  contraceptives  (unless  prescribed 
for  an  "approved  condition"),  are 
excluded  from  the  scheme.  The  patient 
pays  the  full  private  dispensing  price 
for  anorectics  and  oral  contraceptives, 
worked  out  'in  chart  form  by  the 
Chemists'  Guild.  Some  df  the  new 
and/or  expensive  drugs  may  be  free,  if 
supplied  by  a  hospital  department,  or 
they  may  be  covered  in  some  arbitrary 
way  by  the  scheme  through 
.pharmacies,  when  the  script  is 
endorsed  With  the  name  of  the 
originating  specialist  or  clinic. 

The  robust,  bucolic  approach  is 
extended  in  further  complications. 
Some,  but  not  all,  of  the  minor 
tranquillisers  and  sedatives  are  supplied 
free,  or  with  a  part  charge  on  the 
initial  dispensing — an  acknowledgement 
that  they  might  be  needed  for  an 
emotional  crisis.  But  repeats  are 
charged  in  full  to  the  patient, 
presumably  as  a  deterrent  to  prolonged 
usage.  Perversely,  the  doctor's  charge 
for  'issuing  a  newly  written  prescription 
is  less  than  having  the  repeat  of  an 


old  prescription  dispensed  so  this 
apparent  government  incursion  into 
prescribing  freedom  may  cause  closer 
medical  supervision  of  patients  on  this 
type  of  treatment.  Anti-depressive 
drugs  are  not  covered  by  this 
regulation,  presumably  because  of  the 
need  for  longer  term  therapy. 

The  result  of  all  the  above  'is  that 
the  patient's  charges,  if  any,  relate 
realistically  to  his  treatment  and  not  to 
his  status  as  a  patient.  Thus  a 
diabetic's  insulin  (now  only  available 
in  100  unit  strength  in  New  Zealand) 
is  free,  but  certain  nasal  drops  for  his 
cold  would  attract  a  part  charge — 
similarly  for  the  essential  drugs  df 
childhood,  old  age,  epilepsy,  etc. 

Surgical  sundries,  dressings  etc,  are 
not  covered  by  the  state  scheme  and 
are  purchased  at  full  price  over  the 
counter.  It's  amaring  how  much 
longer  a  well-washed  crepe  bandage 
lasts  a  patient  in  NZ  compared  with 
Great  Britain.  Some  may  be  supplied 
in  the  surgery  by  the  doctor,  who  'in 
turn  will  have  obtained  them  and  his 
injections,  etc,  on  a  government-funded 
bulk  order  from  a  pharmacy.  Bulk 
orders  are  also  available  for  nursing 
homes. 

At  the  end  of  each  month 
completed  prescriptions  which  are 
covered  either  fully  or  partly  by  the 
.government  scheme  are  submitted  to 
the  pricing  bureau,  together  With  bulk 


orders  from  doctors  and  nursing 
homes,  etc.  Advance  payment  5s 
usually  made  within  two  weeks  of 
receipt  of  the  monthly  batch,  the  final 
figures  being  reconciled  within  three  or 
four  months. 

Oncost  is  paid  at  a  single  rate  of 
15  per  cent  after  a  single  rate  of 
discount  clawback  of  3.24  per  cent  has 
been  applied,  making  the  non^fee 
margin  approximately  12.67  per  cent. 

Again  the  farm-based  thinking  is 
that  it  is  up  to  each  contractor  to  "cut 
his  doth".  Although  on-cost  and  fees 
are  subject  to  annual  review,  as  we 
have  seen  in  this  country,  this  tends  to 
favour  the  larger  contractor.  But  this 
group  (cf  UK)  may  be  found  most  often 
in  higher  cost  prime  commercial  sites, 
with  necessarily  higher  overheads  and 
staffing  costs. 

The  fees  vary  to  reflect  the  level  of 
work  involved  and  start  from  a  high 
base-line  to  reflect  the  record  keeping 
and  dispensary  procedures  required  for 
even  the  simplest  dispensing — "Count 
or  pour":  NZ$1.10  (a  little  under 
£0.50);  "simple  extemporaneous 
compounding":  NZ$2.52  (or  just 
unaer  £1.20);  capsules  and  cachets: 
NZ$3.03  (£1.37)  for  first  12  (0.13c  for 
each  extra);  pessaries  and 
suppositories:  NZ$5.04  (£2.40)  for 
first  12  ($2.52  (£1.20)  for  each  extra

12);  Sterilised  products  NZ$3.78 
(£1.80);  and  any  other  special 
procedures,  suitably  endorsed  on  the 
prescription:  NZ$15.17  per  hour  (or 
just  over  £6). 

Despite  the  application  of  the 
higher  fees  the  national  average  unit 
fee  is  NZ$1.18  (£0.54).  Most  of  the 
dispensing  I  saw  'in  the  short  time  that 
I  was  there  was  "count /pour"  with 
just  a  little  more  "simple 


extemporaneous  compounding"  than 
I  was  used  to  here.  Although  tablets 
of  ascorbic  acid  500mg  were  available 
the  only  bit  of  "special"  dispensing  I 
saw  was  the  production  of  capsules 
of  ascorbic  acid.  (The  NZ  national 
average  unit  was  increased  to  NZ 
$1.36  on  April  1.) 

All  prescriptions  attract  a  container 
fee  of  15c  (£0.06)  but  extra  is  paid,  on 
endorsement,  for  dropper  'bottles. 
Child-resistant  containers  have  been 
generally  discarded  because  by 
regulation  all  analgesics,  iron 
preparations,  barbiturates  and  several 
sedatives  are  in  foil  or  bubble  packs. 

The  fees  recommended  by  the 
Chemist  Guild  'for  private  dispensing 
are  less — relabelling  66c,  countJpour 
84c,  extemporaneous  NZ$1.88 — but

these  are  in  addition  to  50  per  cent 
mark  up  on  cost  and  container.  The 
average  total  script  value  of  NZ$6  is 
about  three-quarters  the  UK  average 
but  the  gross  margin  of  33.7  per  cent 
matches  the  NZ  counter  margins. 

Against  this,  wages  in  NZ  have  a 
higher  minimum  but  a  narrower  range 
and  as  a  result  staff  wages  are  more 
than  10  per  cent  of  turnover  compared 
with  about  7  per  cent  in  the  UK 
Similarly  the  average  notional 
proprietor's  managerial  salary  in  the 
NZ  Chemist  Guild  interfirm 
comparison  scheme  was  around  7.9 
per  cent  of  turnover  compared  with 
the  UK/NPA  figure  of  4.33  per  cent. 
The  "real  net  profit"  after  excluding 
those  figures  and  other  overheads 
(property,  electricity  etc),  is  around 
8.2  per  cent  'in  New  Zealand  compared 
with  6.5  per  cent  here.  However,  a 
higher  precentage  df  a  lower  average 
turnover  does  not  make  them  that 
much  better  off  financially.  They  still 
have  to  fund  the  work  in  hand  on  the 
"repeats"  file  and  there  is  no 
allowance  for  broken  bulk.  This  can  be 
especially  onerous  as  many  products 
are  only  available  in  large  packs 
because  of  the  transport  difficulties  to 
and  within  NZ. 

Meanwhile,  back  home 

While  I  don't  withdraw  any 
previous  comments,  which  have  always 
been  intended  to  be  constructive,  it  is 
perhaps  a  good  idea  to  work  abroad 
to  be  able  to  see  what  a  basically  good 
job  the  PSNC  is  doing  for  us  here  in 
particularly  difficult  circumstances. 

I  am  particularly  concerned  that  the 
Minister's  hint  (threat?)  at  the  LPC 
conference,  that  our  'basic  costs  may 
not  be  covered  by  the  contract,  should 
not  lead  to  a  "part-charging"  situation. 
It  might,  however,  be  the  right 
approach  to  patients  and  their 
treatment  and  to  government  price 
negotiation  with  manufacturers.  But 
unless  any  "part-charging"  in  the  UK 
is  significantly  tidier  than  the  NZ 
system  and  takes  into  account  the 
strength  of  the  multiples,  it  might  well 
see  the  demise  of  drug  innovation  in 
the  UK — although  with  some  df  the 
expensive  white  elephants  on  my 
shelves  that  might  not  be  such  a  bad 
thing! 

Certainly,  cost-cutting  is  overdue 
in  the  general  practice  sector  df  the 
NHS.  An  insistence  on  30  days  supply, 
if  necessary  supported  by  the  long 
awaited  triplicate  form,  and  compulson 
generic  prescribing,  might  go  a  long 
way  to  help  peg  the  NHS  "'prescription 
tax"  at  £1.  A  pharmacy  bulk-Supply 
order  form  for  doctors'  use  would 
ensure  that  there  were  no  longer 
double  standards  or  misunderstandings 
about  doctor  dispensing,  including

payment  for  flu  vaccines.  Doctors 
would  'have  their  item  of  service  fees 
for  su'ch  supplies  but  without  a  profit 
motive  or  the  under-the-counter  and 
out^of-fhe-rep's-car-boot  '"discounts" 
which  perpetuate  this  anachronism. 
The  Clothier  compensation  need  then 
only  cover  their  current  stock  in  hand. 

If  NZ  pharmacists  can  cope  with  a 
wider  range  of  OTC  medicines  I  am 
sure  we  can  and  will  need  to  if  the 
NHS  comes  'in  for  too  much  of  a 
shake  up.  Our  position  as  medicine 
retailers  would  he  strengthened  with 
the  adoption  of  the  Somerset  branch 
motion  suggesting  "spot  adverts"  after 
each  television  commercial  for 
medicines — urging  their  purchase  from 
pharmacy  and  the'ir  storage  out  of 
children's  reach. 

By  British  standards  the  Kiwis 
have  little  to  moan  about  their  living 
conditions1 — food  is  plentiful  and  meat 
and  dairy  products  especially  are  very 
cheap.  So  is  electricity  and  all  local 
telephone  calls  are  free,  within  the 
price  of  equipment  rental.  It  is  true 
that  their  allowances  against  personal 
income-tax  are  less  generous  than 
ours.  If  you  marry  or  take  out  a 
mortgage  you  do  not  see  a  tax  benefit. 
Their  rate  of  tax  is  slightly  higher,  but 
they  do  not  pay  National  Insurance 
as  a  separate  item. 

Indirect  taxation  (sales  tax)  is 
exactly  comparable  with  our  old 
purchase  tax  and  ranges  from  10-50 
per  cent  at  wholesale  levd,  although 
this  tends  to  'be  grossed  up  in  the  retail 
price.  Customs  duty  on  cars  and  some 
electrical  and  white  goods  is  probably 
the  greatest  single  cause  of  complaint. 

Again  hy  British  standards,  land 
and  therefore  housing  is  cheap,  partly 
because  the  market  is  depressed  by  the 
declining  population  but  mainly 
because  of  the  cheaper  and  quicker 
building  techniques. 

Otherwise  it  is  similar  to  England 
as  we  like  to  remember  it — when  we 
still  had  time  for  one  another,  when 
people  took  pleasure  in  simple 
courtesies  and  the  giving  of  service.  So 
long  as  New  Zealand  stays  on  that 
course,  there'll  always  be  an  England 
—even  if  it  is  12,000  miles  away.  ■

EEC  REPORT

Mutual  recognition  favoured 
for  marketed  medicines 


The  EEC's  Economic  and  Social 
Committee  (made  up  of  employers, 
trade  unions,  consumers  and  other 
interest  groups)  has  come  out  in 
favour  of  Member  States'  recognising 
each  others'  marketing  authorisations 
for  proprietary  medicinal  products.  The 
Committee  thus  approves  the  main 
thrust  of  the  EEC  Commission's 
proposal  for  a  Directive  to  speed  up 
progress  towards  the  complete  free 
movement  of  products  within  the 
European  Community  (C&D,  April  4, 
1981). 

If  this  Directive  is  eventually 
accepted,  a  proprietary  medicinal 
product  manufactured  and  marketed 
in  one  Member  State  according  to 
common  EEC  rules  would  (with  certain 
exceptions)  have  to  be  allowed  on  to 
the  markets  of  the  other  Member 
States. 

The  Committee's  opinion,  adopted 
by  61  votes  to  45  with  10  abstentions, 
will  be  welcomed  by  the 
pharmaceutical  industry.  A  minority 
of  the  Committee  (particularly 
consumer  representatives)  would  have 


preferred  "a  system  of  Community 
authorisations  issued  by  a  European 
agency.  They  felt  that  the  continued 
issue  of  national  authorisations  would 
lead  to  a  levelling  down  of  the  quality 
of  products:  manufacturers  would 
forward  their  applications  to  Member 
States  which  might  attach  less 
importance  to  all  the  harmonised 
requirements. 

These  same  manufacturers  would 
then  be  able  to  use  the  authorisations 
to  penetrate  the  markets  of  other 
Member  States.  Moreover,  the 
Committee  for  Proprietary  Medicinal 
Products  (CPMP),  provided  for  in  the 
draft  Directive  to  settle  disputes 
between  national  authorising  bodies, 
would  be  snowed  under  by  objections 
from  those  Member  States  wanting  to 
ensure  adequate  public  health 
protection.  But  industry  and  consumers 
did  agree  to  urge  the  EEC  Commission 
to  make  the  authorisation  procedure 
more  effective  by  ensuring  a  better 
and  quicker  flow  of  information 
between  national  authorisation  bodies 
through  the  use  of  computers. 


Proposals  examined 
by  UK  committee 

The  same  EEC  proposals  on 
proprietary  medicinal  products  have 
been  considered  by  the  House  of 
Commons  Select  Committee  on 
European  Legislation.  The  Committee 
has  not  at  this  stage  recommended  the 
proposals  be  debated  by  the  full  House. 

The  Committee  received  written 
comments  from  the  Association  of  the 
British  Pharmaceutical  Industry 
(ABPI),  the  British  Medical 
Association  (BMA),  the  Office  of 
Health  Economics,  the  Proprietary 
Association  df  Great  Britain  (PAGB), 
all  df  which  accept  the  proposals  in 
principle.  The  main  points  df  criticism 
concern: 

□  the  recommended  guidelines  for 
producing  data  in  support  df  licence 
applications; 

□  the  extension  of  the  powers  of  the 
Committee  on  Proprietary  Medicinal 
Products  (CPMP)  (see  above); 

□  the  use  of  the  data  sheets  to 
accompany  applications; 

□  the  requirement  for  continual 
updating  df  control  methods  to  keep  in 


line  with  developing  technology; 

□  the  introduction,  at  this  stage,  df 
mutagenicity  testing  in  the  form 
proposed; 

□  the  need  to  give  expiry  dates  in  all 
cases; 

□  and  the  proposals  to  add  the 
international  non-proprietary  product 
name  to  'the  brand  name. 

The  British  Government's  view  is 
that  it  will  need  to  be  satisfied  that 
standards  of  products  marketed  in  the 
UK  can  be  maintained  before  accepting 
mutual  recognition  of  marketing 
authorisations  and  that  certain  practical 
difficulties  need  further  study.  ■

The  levy  was  withheld  because  the 
majority  of  City  and  East  London  LPC 
members  and  contractors  thought  that 
it  was  the  only  adequate  way  to 
express  the  sense  of  frustration  and 
irritation  induced  by  the  apparently 
permanent  lack  of  an  official  voice  to 
speak  up  for  them  in  an  area  where 
conditions  are  extremely  difficult. 

I  have  always  tried  to  take  a 
moderate  line  in  explaining  the  reasons 
for  this  sense  of  frustration  (which  we 
all  know  is  very  widespread)  and  I 
have  thought  to  avoid  outright 


genuinely  consultative  procedures  and 
surely  it  is  true  that  there  is  all  the 
difference  in  the  world  between  (1)  a 
PSNC  member  (any  PSNC  member) 
conducting  a  general  discussion  on 
PSNC  affairs  as  seen  from  his  own 
particular  seat  and  (2)  the  same  PSNC 
member  giving  definite  and  detailed 
information  on  current  official  PSNC 
policy  with  a  view  to  seeking  considered 
comment  and  opinion  on  it  as  well  as 
seeking  active  support  for  it. 

In  the  first  instance,  those  present 
are  unlikely  to  have  a  definite  message 
to  pass  on  to  colleagues  whereas  in  the 
second  instance  they  would  not  only 
have  a  definite  message  to  pass  on  but 
they  would  very  possibly  be  involved 
in  implementing  it  as  well.  The 
difference  is  absolutely  vital,  it  is  the 
difference  between  having  no  say  at  all 
in  deciding  policy  and  having  a  distinct 
say  plus  the  opportunity  (and  probably 
the  duty)  of  putting  it  into  effect. 

It  is  the  essence  of  true  consultation 
that  both  sides  listen  to  one  another 
in  an  atmosphere  of  mutual  sympathy 
and  respect.  This  is  what  we  must  all 
strive  to  achieve,  for  it  will  assure  for 
the  PSNC  all  those  things  that 
Mr  Worby  asks  for  in  his  letter 
namely  unity,  co-operation,  active 
interest  and  support. 


Deep  feelings 


We  all  have  to  contribute  to 
producing  this  desirable  atmosphere 
and,  for  my  part,  I  apologise  if  my  own 
deep  feelings  have  led  me  on  occasion 
to  write  too  fiercely.  It  is  up  to  PSNC 
to  show  that  it  really  believes  that 
LPCs  and  general  practice  pharmacists 
in  general,  have  something  useful  to 
offer,  so  that,  for  their  part,  LPCs 
and  general  practice  pharmacists  can 
feel  confident  that  their  views  will  be 
fully  taken  account  of  in  deciding 
policy. 

Nobody  wants  to  destroy  or  weaken 
the  PSNC.  It  is  essential  to  general 
practice  pharmacy  and  it  always  will 


confrontation  in  public,  but  Mr  Worby's 
letter  convinces  me  that  enough  is 
enough  and  that  we  should  all  now 
seek  a  solution  to  this  problem  in 
private.  However  I  think  it  would  be 
helpful  if  all  those  who  agree  with  the 
thoughts  and  sentiments  of  this 
committee  would  write  to  the  PSNC 
and  say  so,  simply  and  clearly,  in  a 
spirit  of  co-operation. 

The  latest  severe  threat  from  the 
Government  is  a  clear  signal  that  we 
should  all  close  ranks  in  order  to  fight 
it  together.

Uniform  on-cost 


In  view  of  the  apparent  inability  of  the 
PSNC  to  convince  the  DHSS  of  the 
need  for  an  immediate  review  of  the 
on-cost  and  discount  scales  as  proposed 
at  and  accepted  by  the  LPC  conference, 
and  as  we  shall  soon  be  expecting  a 
large  increase  in  discounts,  is  it  not 
now  the  time  to  re-examine  the  wisdom 
of  these  scales  and  to  advocate  a 
return  to  the  original  concept  of  the 
contract  whereby  all  contractors  receive 
the  same  on-cost? 

Those  contractors  who  argue  that 
such  action  would  be  detrimental  to  the 
small  contractor  should  realise  that 
those  pharmacies  which  are  essential 
to  the  community  receive  an  essential 
pharmacy  grant  in  recognition  of  their 
services  and  also  that  all  pharmacies 
receive  a  basic  practice  allowance  which 
in  the  case  of  the  small  contractor  is 
worth  more  per  prescription  than  for 
the  larger  contractor. 

Such  action  would  remove  a  large 
number  of  contractors  from  the 
previously  mentioned  "big  dipper"  and 
help  in  restoring  the  viability  of  these 
pharmacies.

Vestric  and  PIP 


Mr  Geddes  in  his  letter  on  the  PTP 
code  (C&D  last  week)  makes  the 
comment  that  our  stance  in  this  matter 
has  not  been  made  clear.  As  we  have 
been  closely  connected  with  the 
development  of  the  code  our  position 
is  quite  clear. 

We  do  not  believe  that  the  PIP 
code  is  the  ideal  solution  for  pharmacy 
and,  as  Mr  Geddes  suggests,  this  is 
more  likely  to  be  in  the  form  of  the 
EAN  code.  We  also  believe  that  with 
the  development  of  in-pharmacy 
computer  systems  an  alpha-numeric 
code  has  a  number  of  user  advantages, 
which  is  why  we  use  this  system  in  our 
own  computer  installations. 

If  a  PIP  code  is  agreed  and  is  made 
available  to  retail  pharmacists,  our 
equipment  will  be  able  to  recognise  it 
and  our  present  key-pad  will  be 
reprogrammed  to  use  it,  provided  our 
retail  customers  see  a  positive  benefit 
in  it  for  them.

Show  suffers  from 
lack  of  interest 

When  C&D  spoke  to  the  organisers 
on  Monday  'they  expected  business  to 
pick  up  on  'the  last  two  days  of  the 
show — unless  it  has  done, 
attendance  numbers  seem  likely  to  be 
down  on  last  year. 

Although  Shopex  '81  hosted  as 
many  exhibitors  as  the  1980  show, 
mixed  Views  were  extracted  from 
manufacturers,  and  at  least  one 
company  well  known  to  those  in  the 
pharmacy  trade  will  be  absent  next 
year. 

Lack  of  interest  this  year  also 
killed  off  the  two  seminars  that  were  to 
run  concurrently  with  the  show 
1 — "Retail  Security"  and  "Cashless 
Society". 

Having  said  that,  the  show  was 
again  a  convenient  way  of 
familiarising  yourself  with  a  number 
of  shopfitting  systems  and  a  variety  of

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Chelsea  to  produce 
counter  proposals 

Chelsea  College  has  said  it  utterly 
rejects  the  recommendations  of  the 
Swinnerton-Dyer  discussion  document 
that  most  Of  its  departments  should  be 
reviewed  and  phased  out  if  below 
standard. 

In  'the  document,  the  Committee  on 
Academic  Organisation,  chaired  by 
Sir  Peter  SWinnerton,  reviewed  London 
University's  non-medical  colleges  to 
see  where  possible  savings  could  be 
made  (C&D,  June  6,  pl068).  The 
intended  concentration  of  Chelsea 
College  onto  three  sites  would  cost  a 
great  deal  of  money,  the  Committee 
said,  and  recommended  that  all  the 
departments  except  science  education, 
nursing,  and  the  history  and  philosophy 
of  science,  should  be  reviewed  and 
phased  out  if  not  up  to  the  standard  of 
the  rest  of  the  University. 

In  its  reply,  Chelsea  says  that 
the  costs  of  concentrating  onto  three 
sites  would  be  far  less  than  the  earlier 
planned  rebuilding  in  south  London. 
It  is  horrified  that  that  the  Committee 
should  question  the  standard  of  its 
work  on  a  subjective  basis  and  says 
that  by  implication  the  Committee  is 
casting  doubt  on  the  way  the  whole 
University  works,  since  University  of 
London  degrees  are  awarded  and  the 
standards  are  checked  by  external 
examiners.  Some  courses,  including 
pharmacy,  are  also  approved  by 
independent  bodies. 

Chelsea  is  willing  to  submit  to  a 
peer  review  as  long  as  all  other 
departments  'in  Schools  of  the 
University  are  reviewed  as  well.  It  has 
already  entered  into  discussions  with 
the  other  threatened  colleges  with  the 
aim  of  producing  alternative 
re-organisation  proposals.  The 
Swinnerton-Dyer  Committee  plan  to 
finally  report  in  November  and  Chelsea 
intends  to  produce  its  own  report  first.  ■ 


Copies  'copied'? 

A  Manchester  perfume  manufacturer, 
which  makes  a  successful  range  of 
copies  of  more  famous  scents, 
complained  in  the  High  Court  in 
London  last  week  that  another 
Manchester  firm  had  tried  to  "pass 
off"  a  competing  range  of  copies  as 
their  products. 

Gallery  Cosmetics  Ltd,  Of  Park 
Place,  Cheetham  Hill  Road, 
Manchester,  make  the  Second 


Edition  range  of  five  perfumes — for 
which  they  now  claim  a  turnover  of 
£200,000  a  year. 

Gallery  director  Mr  David  Gerrard 
alleged  in  a  statement  read  in  court 
to  Mr  Justice  Nourse  that  Number 
One,  in  business  at  Unit  2,  Red  Bank 
House,  Red  Bank  Road,  Cheetham, 
were  deliberately  intending  to  pass  off 
their  new  Special  Edition  range  as 
Second  Edition  products.  On  May  19, 
Gallery  were  granted  a  "search  and 
seize"  order  at  a  private  hearing  in 
the  High  Court  under  which  they 
seized  about  20,000  bottles  of  perfume 
from  Number  One's  premises. 

After  hearing  further  evidence  on 
Monday,  the  judge  concluded  that 
Number  One  were  not  entitled  at  this 
stage  to  the  court  order  they  had 
requested  setting  aside  the  "search  and 


seize"  order.  He  adjourned  Number 
One's  application  to  come  on  together 
with  a  pending  application  by  Gallery 
to  commit  Number  One's  directors  for 
contempt  Of  the  May  19  order.  The 
application  will  be  heard  after  June  22. 

The  judge  said  that,  having  seen 
the  boxes  in  which  the  two  ranges  of 
perfumes  were  produced,  there 
appeared  to  be,  "at  the  lowest",  a 
serious  question  to  be  tried  as  to 
whether  the  Number  One  products 
constituted  a  passing-off  of  the  Gallery 
perfumes.  Over  the  adjournment, 
Number  One  gave  an  undertaking  not 
to  sell  their  range  in  a  form  of 
packaging  bearing  the  words  Special 
Edition  without  Gallery's  consent. 
Gallery  are  also  claiming  against 
Number  One  for  infringement  of  their 
registered  trademark.  ■

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Keep  cosmetics  out  of  C&C  — 
despite  the  convenience 


Cosmetics  companies  will  continue  to 
be  urged  to  keep  their  goods  out  of 
cash-and-carries,  the  National 
Pharmaceutical  Association  has  decided 
despite  the  fact  that  some  Boafd 
members  have  stated  that  they 
appreciate  having  seasonal  access  to 
these  products. 

Last  month's  Board  meeting  heard 
that  other  members  believe  cash-and- 
carry  trading  in  agency  cosmetics 
undermines  their  agency  accounts. 
They  also  learned  from  Mr  T.  P.  Astill 
(now  NPA  director)  that  the  whole 
legal  basis  Of  selective  or  franchise 
distribution  was  at  present  being 
examined  by  the  High  Court  in  a  case 
involving  the  Office  of  Fair  Trading, 
the  Argos  Catalogue  Trading  Co 
and  the  Raleigh  Cycles  subsidiary  of 
Tube  Investments  Ltd.  The  outcome  of 
the  case  would  clearly  have  important 
repercussions  for  the  distributors  of 
quality  cosmetics  and  perfumes  and  it 
was  therefore  agreed  to  await  the 
outcome  of  this  case  before  deciding 
on  further  courses  of  action. 
■  Reports  were  received  of  a  meeting 
between  representatives  of  the  NPA 
and  senior  executives  of  Faberge.  The 
discussion  had  been  "worthwhile  and 
very  frank."  Faberge  were  aware  that 
their  earlier  marketing  and  distribution 
policies  had  got  them  a  bad  name 
amongst  chemists  and  some  of  their 
other  distributors  and  they  were  now 
resolved  to  improve  their  distribution 
by  ensuring  that  discount  traders, 
market  stalls  and  "swag  merchants" 
did  not  handle  their  products.  They 
hoped  to  build  into  their  marketing 
plans  promotions  ideally  suited  to 
chemists,  and  they  would  be  exploring 
the  possibility  of  launching  such 
promotions  (especially  on  toiletries) 
through  voluntary  trading  groups. 


CD  security  

The  Board  again  considered  the  article 
that  had  appeared  in  the  Sunday  People 
on  September  21,  1980,  under  the 
headline  "A  warning  to  every  chemist 
— stop  helping  the  drug  stealers — 
protect  your  shops  properly".  The 
author  had  suggested  that  chemists 
were  partly  responsible  for  the 
increasing  incidence  of  drug  abuse. 

Several  members  had  complained 
<at  the  time  and  the  NPA  assured  the 
Editor  that  pharmacists  were  not 
irresponsible  as  the  article  had 


suggested  and  told  him,  in  confidence, 
about  the  discussions  that  were  then 
taking  place  with  the  Home  Office  and 
police  representatives  about  increasing 
pharmacy  security. 

After  much  correspondence  with 
the  Editor  a  detailed  explanation  had 
been  received.  Their  inquiries  had  been 
prompted  by  a  police  report  covering 
"a  chain  of  chemist  shops"  that  had 
suffered  acutely  from  the  problem  of 
drug-related  burglaries  during  the  nine 
months  before  the  article.  Around  17 
of  the  shops  had  been  broken  into — in 
a  few  cases  repeatedly.  However,  after 
sound-activated  alarms  had  been 
installed  in  the  most  vulnerable  shops 
there  had  been  no  further  successful 
drug-related  burglaries.  The  group  had 
been  satisfied  with  the  results  but 
realised  many  chemists  would  be 
inhibited  by  the  high  cost  of 
installation. 

The  Home  Office  gave  the  paper's 
reporter  figures  relating  to  thefts  from 
pharmacies,  surgeries  and  clinics  for 
1978  and  1979  which  showed  the 
problem  to  be  increasing  at  an 
alarming  rate. 

A  Scotland  Yard  spokesman 
confirmed  to  the  People  that,  up  to 
September  1980,  police  forces 
throughout  the  country  had  collectively 
reported  more  burglaries  of  pharmacies 
than  for  the  whole  Of  1979.  "More 
chemists'  shops  are  getting  broken  into. 
Shops  with  alarms  don't  get  burgled 
so  often.  We've  got  places  in  London 
that  have  four  or  five  burglaries  before 
putting  alarms  in.  And,  when  they  do, 
they  don't  get  burgled".  The  same 
picture  emerged  in  other  parts  df  the 
country. 

This  led  the  paper  to  the  conclusion 
that,  although  no  premises  could  ever 
be  rendered  completely  secure,  the 
installation  of  burglar  alarms  did  make 
it  considerably  more  difficult  for  drug- 
abusers  to  steal  from  pharmacies.  In 
the  circumstances  the  Editor  felt  more 
than  satisfied  that  the  warning  they 
published  urging  chemists  to  protect 
their  shops  was  in  the  public  interest 
and  justified. 

■  In  reply  to  a  question  about  a  fresh 
spate  of  trade  directory  proofs  being 
received  by  members,  Mr  Astill 
advised  that  under  the  provisions  of  the 
Unsolicited  Goods  and  Services  Act  a 
directory  publisher  could  not  demand 
payment  without  first  providing 
information  about  the  directory,  its 


circulation,  price  and  content.  The 
receipt  of  "proofs"  without  this 
information  did  not  commit  members 
to  any  payment,  even  if  they  corrected 
mistakes  and  returned  the  proofs  to 
the  publishers. 

■  After  noting  the  mutual  benefits 
which  had  resulted  from  a  visit  to  the 
NPA  offices  in  May  of  Professor 
Beckett  before  his  election  to  the 
presidency  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society,  the  Board  resolved  to  invite 
future  vice-presidents  on  similar  visits. 


Medicine  categories  

Mr  Astill  corrected  a  misleading 
impression  that  had  been  created  by 
reports  which  had  suggested  that  some 
May  &  Baker  products  had  been 
reformulated.  He  said  that  this  was  not 
so,  but  members  had  reported  that 
May  &  Baker  representatives  in  their 
areas  had  been  promoting  some  of 
their  OTC  medicines  without 
emphasising  that  they  were  to  remain 
pharmacy  only. 

During  the  meeting  the  Board  was 
also  glad  to  receive  a  telegram  from 
Warner  Lambert  giving  the  NPA  an 
assurance  that  Anusol  would  remain  a 
chemist-only  product  and  that  the 
company  had  no  intention  of  selling 
the  product  to  non-pharmacy  outlets. 

The  current  position  had  been 
subsequently  emphasised  to  pharmacists 
through  the  correspondence  columns 
Of  the  pharmaceutical  Press. 
■  Among  other  subjects  discussed 
during  the  meetings  were  product 
codes,  free  magazines  on  family  topics 
for  distribution  to  members,  attendance 
df  Board  members  at  BPSA  annual 
conferences  and  the  Socialist  Medical 
Association's  new  health  policy 
document.  ■ 


More  seek  advice 
from  pharmacists 

Since  prescription  charges  rose  to  £1, 
67  per  cent  of  retail  pharmacists  have 
reported  an  increase  in  the  number  of 
patients  asking  their  advice,  according 
to  a  recent  survey. 

Taylor  Nelson,  a  market  research 
company,  surveyed  200  retail 
pharmacists.  They  found  that  58  per 
cent  had  seen  a  decrease  in  the  number 
of  prescriptions  s'ince  the  latest  charge 
rise,  with  only  6  per  cent  reporting  an 
increase.  About  half  the  pharmacists 
reported  that  general  practitioners  were 
tending  to  increase  the  quantity  of 
medicine  on  each  prescription  to 
counteract  the  increased  charges.

DITB's  bumper  grant  offer 
stimulates  demand 


The  Distributive  Industry  Training 
Board  says  there  has  been  an 
immediate  response  to  their  offer  of  a 
£14  million  training  package  for  1981. 

This  unusually  large  sum  is 
available  because  over  the  past  three 
years  there  has  been  more  money  in 
the  kitty  than  has  been  taken  up — 
only  £4m  will  be  levied  during  the 
period  the  £14m  is  available,  {C&D, 
May  2,  p865). 

One  of  the  grants,  for  the  New 
Entrant  Traineeship  Scheme,  is  already 
over  subscribed  and  a  waiting  list  has 
been  introduced.  Mrs  Elizabeth  Rees, 
DITB  training  director,  says:  "The 
response  to  our  grants  has  been  very 
encouraging  and  it  is  particularly 
noticeable  that  many  small  firms  have 
been  among  the  applicants". 

There  has  also  been  a  good  response 
to  the  grant  for  training  recently 


appointed  and  prospective  buyers.  At 
present  there  is  a  limited  number  of 
centres  registered  by  DITB  as  suitable 
to  conduct  courses  to  the  required 
standard  and  more  than  half  the  places 
have  already  been  allocated. 

Small  firms  have  also  shown  a  "keen 
interest"  in  the  grant  for  senior 
managers  who  have  responsibility  for 
training.  Sole  proprietors  and  partners 
have  taken  up  a  number  of  the  places. 
□  The  threat  of  closure  still  hangs 
over  DITB  following  a  Government 
pledge  earlier  in  the  year  that  it 
intends  to  end  compulsory  training 
arrangements  for  companies  wherever 
possible.  The  Government's  decision 
about  future  arrangements  for  each 
sector  of  industry  will  be  based  on  a 
report  from  the  Manpower  Services 
Commission,  due  to  go  to  Employment 
Secretary,  James  Prior,  in  July.  ■ 


Polaroid  plump  for 
instant  success 


Polaroid  have  announced  a  new  system 
of  instant  colour  photography 
incorporating  the  world's  fastest-rated 
colour  print  film  and  two  integral  flash 
cameras  with  "light-managing" 
electronics  for  proportioned  illumination 
indoors  and  out.  The  range  is  expected 
to  be  launched  in  the  UK  in  early 
1982,  but  limited  quantities  may  be 
available  later  this  year. 

The  Polaroid  600  system  uses  an 
integral  self-developing  colour  print 
film  similar  in  appearance  to  Time- 
Zero  SX-70  film,  but  with  an  ASA 
equivalent  of  600. 

Interactive  circuitry  in  the  two 
compact,  instant  cameras — the 
Autofocus  660  and  640 — makes  as  many 
as  42  electronic  decisions  in  a  one- 
button  picture-taking  system.  The 
cameras  blend  light  in  a  proportion  of 
75  per  cent  ambient  and  25  per  cent 
flash  in  brightly-lit  scenes  outdoors. 
As  the  natural  light  level  drops,  the 
cameras  compensate  by  increasing  the 
percentage  of  light  added  by  the 
integral  electronic  flash.  The  660 — with 
automatic  focus — has  a  suggested  list 
price  in  the  US  of  $95,  the  640  lists  for 
$70,  and  a  10-exposure  600  film  pack 
for  $9.95. 

Polaroid's  intent  is  to  allow  those 
using  instant  cameras  to  take  good 
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quality  photographs  even  in  dubious 
conditions.  The  system,  they  believe, 
"increases  consumer  opportunities  of 
taking  10  satisfying  pictures  from  every 
pack".  ■

Dangerous  chemicals 
additions  confirmed 

A  further  121  potentially  dangerous 
industrial  chemicals  are  to  be  added 
to  the  schedules  of  substances  within 
the  scope  of  the  Packaging  and 
Labelling  of  Dangerous  Substances 
Regulations  1978,  under  amending 
regulations  laid  before  Parliament 
last  week. 

The  regulations  implement  an 
amending  European  Communities 
Directive  on  the  classification, 
packaging  and  labelling  of  dangerous 
substances  and  have  been  drawn  up 
following  consultations  with  interested 
bodies  (C&D,  September  1980,  p367). 

Apart  from  the  121  additional 
chemicals,  the  amending  regulations 
revise  the  labelling  provisions  of  some 
24  substances  already  listed  in  the 
schedules  and,  for  the  first  time, 
introduce  risk  phrases  warning  against 
the  possible  sensitisation  effects  of 
handling  certain  acrylates  and 
anhydrides.  A  simplified  safety  phrase 
for  use  with  certain  organic  peroxides 
has  also  been  introduced. 

The  amending  regulations  will  be 
implemented  in  two  stages.  In  the  case 
of  the  121  new  substances,  the 
regulations  will  come  into  force  on 
January  1,  1982,  while  for  the 
remainder  of  the  provisions,  the 
operative  date  is  July  1,  1981. 
"The  Packaging  and  Labelling  of 
Dangerous  Substances  (Amendment) 
Regulations"  (SI  1981  No.  792), 
(£2.00)  is  available  from  HMSO.  ■

Toiletries,  including  cosmetics 
accounted  for  18.9  per  cent  of  new 
products  launched  in  the  consumer 
goods  field  in  Great  Britain  last  year, 
and  medicinal  products  for  6.3  per  cent 
— 125  and  42  products  respectively 
— according  to  the  research 
organisation,  Nielsen. 

Fewer  new  products  were  launched 
iin  this  area  compared  with  1979, 
although  the  number  of  re-launches 
increased.  This,  says  the  company,  may 
indicate  the  effects  Of  the  recession 
with  manufacturers  reviewing  carefully 
their  investment  in  new  areas  while 
taking  steps  to  increase  the 
performance  of  established  brands. 

Some  662  new  products  were 
launched  during  1980,  compared  with 
719  in  1979,  but  not  every  flavour  or 
colour  in  a  product  range  is  included. 
In  addition,  1980  saw  a  29  per  cent 
increase  in  the  number  of  products
